It is now virtually certain that a 
Knesset dissolution bill will be 
placed before the House next week, 
with Speaker Yitzhak Berman 
agreeing yesterday that the Align- 
ment private bill dissolving the 
Knesset and firing elections .100 
days later come up on Wednesday - 
at 12 noon. - 

Although the IQO-day period 
would mean the election would fall 
at the beginning of May, .the^ final 
date would be negotiable, if the tail 
were approved on the preliminary 
reading and moved to committee. 

Alignment chairman Moshe 
Shahal told The Jerusalem Post: 
“Over 60 MKs have promised me 
they’ll vote for the bilL But if I get 
an honourable request, from the 
coalition to submit a joint bQL as in 
1977, there’s no reason : why it 
shouldn't be acceptable.” 

Speaker Berman 'has" alreiidy ' 
completed Iris consultations- with 
constitutional jrapens, who assured 
him that the defeat. of dissolution 
bills earlier this year did not obviate 
the tabling of new dissolution bills 
now, since the circumstances had 
changed since then. 

Binyamin Halevi (Democratic 
Movement) aroused interest in the 
Knesset yesterday by tabling a dSs- 
sol ution bOi setting the election date 
at June 16. 

Halevi' told reporters that his bill - 
reflected .the view of Deputy ‘ 
Premier Yigael Yadin and Social Af- 
fairs Minister Israel Katz that the 


coalition could stay in power till 
June but not tin November. Yadin 
haifi&id.the same thing two days 
earlier, but the actual tabling of a 
bill came as a surprise. 

Katz said . last night: “If the 
government carries on after June, 
the Democratic .Movement 
ministers will resign. We have made 
that clear to the. prime minister.” 

.- Aguda leaders, meanwhile, 
repeated that the“prevailing view’' 
in . their four-man faction supported 
June elections. .

UN officials retract mutilation charges

Police and public figures, both 
Jewish and Arab, were taking pains 
yesterday to try to ease tension 
between the Beduin and Druse 
communities following the assas- 
sination on Monday night of Beduin 
MK Sheikh Hamad Abu Rabia. 

Meanwhile, magistrates in 
Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and Acre 
yesterday remanded* five men 
suspected of complicity in the 
murder. 

According to police sources, a 
close watch is being kept on Beduin 
and Druse “hotheads.” It was noted 
that both communities serve in the 
IDF and have access to various 
types of weapons. In Galilee and the 
Negev, senior police officers, 
religion* leaders and politicians 
were in contact with the two com- 
munities in an effort to calm the fer- 
ment caused by the assassination. 

Druse Sheikh Jaber MuadTs deci- . 
sion to take up the Knesset seat left 
vacant by the slain Beduin sheikh 
has angered Beduin in the Negev. 
Rumours and accusations levelled 
at Muadi for his past rivalries with 
Abu Rabia, have inflamed passions 
among Galilee Druse. 

The five suspects in the case were 
all brought before magistrates 
yesterday for remand orders rang- 
ing from five days to 15. Police had 
asked for 1 5-day remand orders to 
be posted against the suspects — all 
non-Jews — but only the Jerusalem 


magistrate gave the 1 5-day order for 
two brothers arrested at a Jenin 
' roadblock three and a half hours 
after the murder outside 
' Jerusalem's Holyland Hotel. One of 
them is an army lieutenant. The 
Acre magistrate remanded two resi- 
dents of Yirka village, the home of 
Sheikh Muadi, for a week, while in 
Tel Aviv a fifth suspect was 
remanded for five days. A sixth 
detainee, a Jew from Tel Aviv’s 
Hatikva Quarter, was released for 
lack of evidence. 

All .five suspects have offered 
alibis, and police sources said that a 
“a lot of legwork” would have to be 
done to check the suspects' stories. 
Laboratory technicians were ex- 
amining the military jeep driven by 
the two men arrested in Jenin. 

Police say the court prohibition 
of publication of the identity of any 
of the suspects would remain in ef- 
fect until they are ready to press 
charges. Police sources explained 
that even if it turns out there is no 
case against any of the suspects, 
publication of their names would 
endanger their lives. 

Police increased their presence in 
Yirka village and a roadblock was 
set up at the entrance. Policemen 
checked every incoming vehicle. 
The Muadi family organized protec- 
tion for themselves. 

Sheikh Muadi, however, told 
reporters that he “was not afraid 
because he believed in God. When 
your turn comes one thousand 
guards cannot save your life.” 


Muadi called on Beduin in the 
south and north not to take any 
hasty and impulsive decisions which 
could harm the friendly relations 
between the two communities. 

In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post in his Yirka home the 
sheikh, 61, said: “Let us wait and 
see. I personally have full trust in 
the Israeli courts. Now it is too early 
to determine who murdered the 
sheikh and the motivation behind 
it.” 

He added: “I am not involved in 
this tragic case directly or indirect- 
ly. His unexpected death shocked 
, me. I had already forgiven his 
refusal to respect the rotation 
agreement between us and to give 
up his seat in the Knesset as 
, promised.” 

Maudi stressed he would not give 
up his Knesset seat in favour of the 
fourth candidate on the United 
Arab List, Sheikh Hussein Gadir, a 
Galilee Beduin sheikh. “People 
have voted for me and given me 
their votes and I do not see any 
reason to make such a foolish 
decision,” said Muadi. 

Asher Walljtsh adds: 

A delegation representing the 
chairmen of the 11 Druse local 
councils in the country met 
reporters in the Knesset .yesterday 
and, expressing their profound 
shock at the murder, urged the 
media not to generalize and pin 
responsibility on the Druse com- 
munity as such.

WASHINGTON. — A U.S. 
presidential commission has recom- 
mended that the U.S. in the 1980s 
broaden the Arab-Israeli peace 
negotiations to include Palestinians 
and, eventually, the PLO. 

The report to President. Jimmy 
Carter will be submitted officially 
tomorrow, but details were dis- 
closed yesterday in The Washington 
Star. For several months. President 
Carter's Commission for a National 
Agenda for The Eighties has studied 
U.S. foreign policy problems. 

Reagan administration sources 
| yesterday insisted that they did not 
necessarily reel bound by the 
recommendations. 

The combined opposition of Arab 
states to Camp David, the report 
says, may prevent negotiation of a 
comprehensive Middle East peace 


agreement under the current 
negotiating format. If this becomes 
apparent, it continues, the U.S. 
should consider other means for 
broadening the negotiations to in- 
clude Palestinians. 

Initially, the panel suggests, deal- 
ings should be restricted to non- 
members of the PLO, but adds that 
“Once adequate progress toward a 
peaceful settlement has been made. 


, however, the United States and 
Israel could, accept the PLO as a 
■ negotiating partner.” 

As part of the proposal, the com- 
mission also said that the U.S. 
should formalize its existing security 
arrangements with Israel — perhaps 
in the form of a mutual security 
! treaty and possibly with the station- 
ing of U.S. troops on the West Bank 
as a guarantee of Israeli security.

; BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — 
! All El AI flights were due to be 
grounded this morning as thou- 
sands of workers go on strike. 
They are demanding that the 
management cancel the dismis- 
sal of six members of the aircraft 
maintenance staff committee for 
holding a . wildcat strike on Tues- 
day. 

~ Last-minute attempts by the head 
of the Histadrut trade union depart- 
ment, Israel Kessar, to talk the 
workers out of striking, produced 
no result by press time. Close to 
midnight all the staff committees 
unanimously endorsed the strike, 
unless the management withdrew 
the dismissals. 

The strike will affect 750 pas- 
sengers due to leave today on seven 
flights to Europe and America. 
: Another 1 ,000 passengers are due to 
return on these planes. 

El Al has asked foreign carriers to 
reserve seats for its passengers and 
expected that none would be 
stranded because planes are now 
flying relatively empty. 

The airport administration has 
made arrangements to fill in for 
functions normally carried out by El 
Al, such as servicing some foreign 
carriers, checking luggage and 
providing a bus service to Tel Aviv. 

To limit the damage, the Ministry 
of Transport issued back-to-work 
orders to 90 workers to guard instal- 
lations and transfer passengers. Of- 
•ficials were telephoning passengers 


last night to inform them of the 
. f light ch anges. 

Police have made preparations to 
stop El Al strikers should they try to 
disrupt other airline flights. 

The airline’s board of directors 
. met and endorsed the manage-

Italy’s Red Brigades agree 
to free kidnapped judge 


ROME. — Italy's Red Brigade ter- 
rorists announced yesterday they 
will free kidnapped prison ad- 
ministration official Judge Giovanni 
d'Urso because “the political and 
materia] objectives" they aimed at 
“have been amply achieved.” 

The terrorists, who kidnapped the 
48-year-old d'Urso in Rome on 
December 12. did not say when and 
where they would release him. 

A spate of rumourt swept Rome 
after the Red Brigade announce- 
ment that d'Urso had been freed. 
But police said the reports were un- 
founded. 

Police sources said it was likely 
that if and when d’Urso is released 
it would be in the early hours of the 
morning or at some other relatively 
safe time. 

The Red Brigades made their an- 
nouncement in a communique 
planted in a garbage bin near the 
Rome opera house. They 
telephoned the Rome newspaper II 


Messaggero to say where it could be 
found. 

In yesterday's edition, UMessag- 
gero printed two pol itical tracts is- 
’sued iw Red Brigades prisoners in 
: two top security jails. The Red 
Brigades had demanded publication 
of these “communiques” in national 
newspapers as their price for the 
release of d'Urso, whose kidnappers 
earlier had sentenced him to death. 

Earlier in the day, in a debate in 
the Chamber of Deputies on ter- 
rorist violence, Christian 
Democratic Prime Minister Ar- 
naldo Forlani declared: “Some peo- 
ple say this is a war... I only know 
i that as far as we are concerned we 
will never give up." 

1 He insisted that his controversial 
decision to close the top-security 
jail on Asmara Island — one of the 
demands of the Red Brigades — 
was in fact a long-planned move, 

< and the number of convicts had 
been reduced steadily since 1978.

Judge has harsh words for colleagues 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A sharp attack 
on some of his professional col- 
leagues was issued by retired Judge 
Shlomo Lowenberg in a recent in- 
■ lerview published in the journal of 
: the Israel Bar Association. 

Judges have been appointed to 
Ithe bench, he said, owing to 
i political or personal pressures, and 
1 many of those appointed are un- 
1 worthy of the post. These trends 
have increased in the last five to 
eight years. 

Lowenberg also criticized many 
young lawyers who frequently ap- 
pear in court improperly dressed 
and who do not show proper respect 
in their appearance or tneir 
language. Those who fail to show 
respect for the court cannot expect 
judges to respect them, he said. 

Lawyers turn up in court un- 


prepared, and the judge can see that 
the client will lose the case even 
though justice is on his side. The 
judge cannot intervene and conduct 
the case for the jioqiIv Drepared 
lawyer. 

This Has also happened in 
criminal cases where acquittals 
have been handed down because 
the prosecution has not presented 
the necessary incriminating 
evidence. 

There are young lawyers, he said, 

. whose only aim is to make money. 
A judge can tell immediately that 
their efforts as attorneys are mere 
deception. 

Judge Lowenberg served for 27 
years as a district court judge in Tel 
Aviv, and also serves as chairman of 
the National Council for the 
Prevention of Road Accidents.

Big government loan for 
improving Tel Aviv finances

A IS250m. government loan to 
relieve Tel Aviv's financial plight 
was approved yesterday in a three- 

wuy agreement signed by the 
municipality, the Treasury and the 
Interior Ministry. 

In return the city undertook 
obligations to dismiss more 
workers, streamline its operations, 
and transfer city property to the 
government: 

The agreement was drawn up in 
the form of a legally binding docu- 
ment. 

The sum will be transferred in the 
form of two loans: lS70m. to 
balance the city's current budget, 
and IS 1 80m. for the city topay off 
about S25m. in bank loans. This is in 
addition to the regular aid received 
by all local governments. 

The city promised to dismiss 
another 280 workers, in addition to 
the 670 already fired, so that the dis- 
missals amount to 12 per cent of the 
municipal work force. 

The city also promised to cut ex- 


penses by ISI60m., increase 
revenues by IS40m., to refrain from 
taking short-term loans, to stay 
within the bounds of wage agree- 
ments and remain within its budget. 

By the end of this fiscal year the 
city' will also transfer municipal 
property estimated at iSlOOm. to 
ihe state, including real estate, city 
companies, and the city’s shares of 
the Ichilov and Rokach hospitals 
Violation of the agreement by the 
citv will lead to a reduction in its 
other grants from the government. 

The agreement was signed by 
Yigael Hurvitz in his last hours as 
finance minister, and yesterday by 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg and 
Tel Aviv Mayor Shlomo Lahat. 
Michal Yudelman adds: 

A special team has been ap 
pointed by Lahat to recommend 
which city "property will be transfer- 
red to the government. 

The city decided this week to 
raise municipal taxes by 130 per 
cent on residential property and 1 15 
per cent on businesses, as of April. 

Lahat said that the public should 
expect cuts in municipal services. 


Prisoner found dead in Gaza jail 


A security detainee in the Gaza 
jail was found dead in his cell 
yesterday morning, apparently a 
murder victim. 

A warder making his early morn- 
ing rounds was shocked when Riad 
Rajab Mahmoud Khalaf, 20, 
showed him the dead body of his 
cell-mate, 18-year-old Samir Khalil 
Taha Yussef. 

Khalaf, a resident of Gaza, was 


being held in connection with a 
grenade attack on an Israeli vehicle 
Fast February. Yussef was detained 
in the Shati refugee camp last 
December on suspicion of security 
ofTences. 

Military sources were not able to 
say whether the death was the result 
of a personal dispute or because of a 
dispute between rival terrorist 
organizations. 


Technical autonomy talks resume

Police tapes are challenged 
in double-murder trial 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — The admis- 
sibility of police tape recordings 
made of key defendants in the Bat 
Yam meat factory double murder 
was challenged yesterday in the dis- 
trict court here. 

Dan A vi- Yitzhak, counsel for 
Mimon Levy, claimed that the law 
requires that police recordings can 
only be made on a court order 
which specifies which telephone is 
to be tapped, and which persons are 
to be recorded. 

In the present case, Avi-Yitzhak 
charged, police had permission to 
tap the telephone of Sara Danoch 
and record only her own conversa- 
tions. The police were not 
authorized, he charged, to record 
Levy's conversations from 
Danoch's flat with Tuviya Oshri and 
Rahamim Aharonf. 

Levy, Danoch, Oshri and 
Aharoni are charged, along with 
Yisrael Danoch, Yitzhak Aharoni 
and Moshe Cohen, of involvement 
in the murder of Amos Orion and 
Azar Cohen at the meat-cutting 
plant in Bat Yam last July. 

Tel Aviv District Attorney 
Aharon Shadar argued that it was 
impossible to specify in advance 
who would be using a given 
telephone. “One doesn’t use a 
telephone to talk to oneself,” he - 
pointed out. When permission was 
sought to record conversations from 
Sara Danoch’s telephone, he said, it 
was not known that. Oshri or. 
Aharoni would be using it. ■ 

“These recordings were made for 
one purpose only," he argued, “to 
reveal a crime, and for that purpose 
alone. If conversations recorded on 
that telephone for the purpose of 
uncovering a crime are not admissi- 
ble as evidence,” he continued, "a 
situation would arise where it would 


be impossible for the police to carry 
out their function.” 

The court said it would ruld on 
the admissibility of the tapes at a 
later date. 

Earlier in the hearing, Avi- 
Yitzhak questioned Rav-Pakad 
Shmuei Narkis, one of the in- 
vestigators in the case, on reports 
that Levy had been tied to a chair 
while being questioned at the Beit 
Shemesh police station. 

- Narkis admitted that this was so, 
but insisted that no intimidation had 
been intended. “A person who has 
been taken into custody would do 
well to realise that he is in a police 
- station and not a rest home,” Narkis 
noted. “Mr. Mimon Levy seemed to 
• think that he was in a six-star hotel, 
and simply got up and walked 
towards the door. I thought he was 
trying to escape, and asked him to 
return to his seat. When he refused 
to, we tied him up." 

1 The earlier part of the trial was 
marked by a heated attack on 
■ Narkis by defence counsel for 
Tuviya Oshri, Eliahu Keidar. Keidar 
i accused the police of being obses- 
sed with implicating Aluf (res.) 
Rehavam (Gandhi) Ze'evi in the 
case: “I tried to persuade them (the 
police) to lay off the man and not to 
spill innocent blood. But they are 
out of their minds about him, and 
came back to me saying ‘give us 
Gandhi, give us Gandhi’.” Narkis 
dismissed the outburst as. “a erode 
libel.”. J ‘ 

Judge Hana Avnor intervened 
and asked the counsel not to inject 
irrelevant issues into the case. At 
this point, Shadar entered the 
debate, and he and Keidar 
proceeded to interrupt and dig at 
each other throughout the session. 
The trial continues today.

President Yittbak: Navon and 
Polish Religious' Affairs Minister 
Jerzy Kuberski yesterday' joined 
together in-praising the courage and 
dedication of Janusz Korczak, the 
Polish-iewish.edueaior who willing- 
ly went, to hia'death at Treblmka in 
1942 along with his 200 orphaned 
charges. 

At a Beit Hanassi reception for 
participants .in an international 
meeting of the Janusz Korczak 
Society, Navon said that Korczak ’s 
greatness lies in the act of accom- 
panying the children to the gas 
chamber even though be had- been 
offered his freedom. 

Kuberski, who. was -his country's 
education minister and' is now 
chairman of the Korczak society* 
called Korczak a "pillar of fire who 
taught us to love and teach 
children.” . 

Kuberski, SI, studied education 
at the University of Warsaw, where 
he later became a professor. During 
his military service, he was a fighter 
pilot. He is a member of the Polish 
Communist Party centra] commit- 
tee. 

The minister — the first Polish 
cabinet member to visit Israel since 
Poland cut off relations in 1967, and 
the first ever to visit Beit Hanassi in 
Jerusalem — said it was symbolic 
that the centenary of Kdrcz&k's 
birth coincided in 1979 with the 
International Year of the Child. 

Navon said he was pleased that 
Korczak is being memorialized in 
Poland according to his original 
name, Henryk Goidszraxdt. When 
his Jewishness is not stressed, the 
president added, "there is added in- 
jury to the -Jewish people beyond, 
what we suffered in the Holocaust,” 

Turning to the minister, Navon* 
said he hoped the day would come 
when the Polish national colours 
would fly on the Beit Hanassi 
flagpole during a ceremony in 
which a Polish ambassador presents 
His credentials to the president. . 

A member of the Korczak 
society's Israel branch, which has 
established archives, exhibitions 
and other projects in his memory, 
read from Korczak's writings on

Korczak declared: “I believe in the

' Historians say Korczak planned to 
come oh aliya, but didn't want to 
abandon his orphans to the Nazis. 

The president later told reporters 
. that he was pleased that such a high 
Polish official is visiting Israel'. He 
added, however^ that he did not 
want to exaggerate the political 
significance orKubeiskPs arrival. 

. For his part, the minister careful- 
ly evaded reporters’ questions. 
Ernie Meyer adds: 

After the reception, the minister 
laid -a wreath at the Korczak 
memorial at Yad Vashem and 
toured the Holocaust exhibition. At 
a brief ceremony in the Ohel Yizkor 
memorial hall he lit the eternal, 
flame. The visit concluded with 
Kuberski being awarded the silver 
medal eff Yad Vashem. 

Earlier, the Polish minister and 
the members of the International 
Korczak Society executive met at 


the Van Leer Jerusalem Founda- 
tion. In addition to the Polish 
delegates, there were two from the 
U.S., one each from France, Italy 
and Britain, and two from West 
Germany. 

The society disseminates Korc- 
zak's ideas on education and seeks 
to inform the younger generation of 
his exemplary life. 

• Binyamin Anolik of Kibbutz 
Lochamei Hageta’ot, an official of 
• the Israel Korczak Society, said that 
at last year's meeting in Poland he 
suggested that the next meeting be 
held in Israel. He added that the 
society has existed in Israel for 30 
years and that in 1979, the Korczak 
centenary, societies were formed in 
many other countries. 

One of the main subjects discus 
sed by the international executive 
was tne establishment of a Korczak

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Geula Cohen’s Vital semee’ hill splits coalition' 


Geula Cohen (Tehiya) succeeded 
in driving a wedge between rite 
coalition factions yesterday, and her 
Vital Service Bill passed its 
preliminary reading by a vote of 47- 
28. 

The bill would require two years 
of “vital service" not only from 
women granted exemption from 
military service on religious grounds 
and who have not done alternative 
national service, but' also men and 
women rejected for military service 
because of -low intelligence or in- 
adequate education. 

Cohen's bill drew the support not 
only of all the opposition factions, 
but also of Likud- members Sara 
Doran (Liberals) and HHIel Seidel 
(Ahva). 

Three other Likud members 
seated in the chamber did not par- 
ticipate in the vote: Amnon Linn 
and Ehud Olmert (La’am) and 
Moshe Meron (Liberals). The rest 
| of the Liberals, and a few Herat 
members, stayed out of the hall. 
Raff members Yitzhak Peretz and 
Zalman Shovai voted for the bill 
but, de facto, they left the coalition 
on Tuesday with the resignation of 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz. 

. Rabbi Shiomo Lorincz (Agudat 
Yisrael) told reporters later that his 
faction would demand a clarifica- 
tion in the coalition executive of the 
Liberals' failure to vote against the 
bill. 


Presenting her bill, Cohen said 
that it did not conflict with the 
paragraph in the coalition agree- 
ment stating that the National Ser- 
vice Law of I9S3 would net be 
implemented. (Even Mapai and 
Alignment governments never 
implemented the law, in deference 
to the Aguda.) 

Technically, Cohen was right — 
but only technically ~ and Aguda 
members regarded her argument as 
casuistry. Of the Liberals' argu- 
ment, Lorincz told reporters that 
“two can play at this game.*' There 
was no point in slaying in the coali- 
tion if this sort of thing happened 
again, he said. 

Cohen argued that the present ar- 
rangement is not only unfair to 
women who do serve in the army or 
do national service, but also to men 
and women who are not accepted 
for army service. She said that, even 
if they fall below the army's stan- 
dards, they can make a contribution 
to the nation and should not be 
denied that opportunity. 

Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Katz was most un- 
comfortable. it was quite obvious 
that his heart was not at one with his 
words. 

He said that while the bill's objec- 
tives were "positive” and "impor- 
tant,” it was clear that its practical 
goal was to require compulsory 
national service of women ex- 


empted from military service. 

Katz" main argument against the 
bill was that in July 1979 the Knes- 
set passed an amendment to the 
National Service Law declaring that 
“This law shall be implemented 
only after the government so 
decides.” 

The government had not so 
decided, he noted, and that was 
that. 

Histadrnt elections 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
agreed with Meir Cohen (Likud- 
Herut) that Hisladrut elections 
should be brought under the pur- 
view of the Elections to Public 
Bodies Law. and by a vote of 40-28 
Cohen’s private member's bill that 
would accomplish that was referred 
to the Law Committee. 

Cohen said that 1.500.000 
citizens, or SO per cent of the total, 
belong to the Histadrut, so this was 
hardly a private organization. 

Forged ballots had been dis- 
covered in Histadrut elections more 
than once, Cohen said, but only in 
one case, in 1972. had one polling 
place chairman been brought to 
trial. He was fined IL3.000 (“a lot of 
money then”) and given a three- 
month suspended jail term. 

Cohen quoted a few excerpts 
from Asher Yadlin’s memoirs, in- 
cluding one juicy sentence: “There 
is no connection between what is 
put into the envelope and what 


comes out of the ballot box Thel- 
methods are varied and manifold.”;! 

He recalled that when MapunK 
and Ahdut Ha’avoda had been ir£; 
the opposition, they used to speak ; 
in the same vein that he was now ; 
doing. 

Charley Biton (Democratic 
Front) moved that Cohen’s bill be 
defeated. 

Environmental fragmentation 

The present fragmentation and 
overlapping of authority, with half a 
dozen ministries dealing with em 
vironmental problems, should be 
ended by concentrating the subject 
in the Ministry of Interior. Yosef 
Tamir (Shinui) said yesterday. 

He was presenting a bill that 
would achieve that end — in his 
own name and those of Shiomo Hil- 
iel and Tamar Eshel (Alignment). 
Benzion Rubin (National Religious 
Party), and Mordcchai Virshubski 
(Shinui). 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
smothered Tamir with compliments, 
praising the persistent efforts oC 
“this one-man ecology faction.'" 
And he said that the bill deserved; 
consideration in committee. X 

But he added that he had hS£ 
doubts about a number of the billV 
provisions, and he was non-’" 
committal on what Tamir had; 
described as the essence of the bii*: ;; 
giving the Interior Ministry soie.- 
authority and responsibility. 


Police opposed to law 
on detainee rights

The police are still energetically 
blocking legislation to grant 
detained persons elementary civil 
rights, it emerged in the Knesset 
Law Committee yesterday. . 

The Law Committee, which has 
been handling such legislation since 
June 1978, yesterday complained 
vigorously that the government was 
dragging its feet on the issue. 

Under the legislation, the police 
would be bound to notify a detained 
person's next of kin that he is held. 
They also would be bound to advise 
the detainee that he has a right to 
keep silent during questioning, and 
to allow the detainee to see a lawyer 
as soon as possible. 

The courts would have the option 
of awarding compensation to 
anybody detuned ana then released 
without charges being preferred. 

In the original discussions two 
years ago, most committee' 
members agreed that in this country 
the ratio of persons detained to 
ersons charged was excessively 
igh, and- that legislation was ad- 
visable to check this trend. As a 
result, in mid-1979, the committee 
tabled legislation of its own. 

However, former justice minister 


Shmuel Tamir then asked commit- 
tee chairman David Glass to hold 
back the committee draft on the as- 
surance that the government would 
table a similar bill within one 
month. Twelve months passed since 
Tamir made that commitment. 
Glass said yesterday, charging “un- 
dignified procrastination by the 
government.” 

Tamir's successor as justice 
minister, Moshe Nissim, told the 
. committee yesterday that the delay 
was due to police opposition to the 
legislation, conveyed by Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg in the cabinet. 

However, Nissim promised 
yesterday that the government “will 
give the Law Committee its draft 
within one week.” 

Burg, who was also present 
yesterday, said the police took par- 
ticular exception to two points in 
the committee draft: advising the 
detainee that he has & right to keep 
silent: and making it possible to im- 
pose a prison sentence on a 
policeman who prevents a detainee 
from meeting with a lawyer. 

The majority of the committee 
agreed that if the government did 
not present its own draft soon, they 
would go ahead with their original 
version and table it in the plenum. 


Teachers to hold off labour action

The teachers will keep the labour 
peace, at least for the time being, so 
that negotiations on the Etzioni 
Commission's recommendations on 
teachers' salaries can proceed 
smoothly. 

This was conveyed to Education 
Ministry DirecLor-General Eliezer 
Shmueli at a meeting in Jerusalem 
yesterday with the Histadrut 
Teachers' Union secretary-general, 
Amnon Abramson. 

Shmueli explained to the un- 
ion leader that official negotiations 
cannot begin until a new finance 
minister is appointed, since the law 
requires that the Treasury and the 
Civil Service Commission conduct 
the •negotiations. Abramson said he 
understood this, but that the 
teachers expect talks to begin as 
soon as the new finance minister is 


appointed, and to continue at a fast : 
pace. 

Shmueli said the ministry wants' ; 
to implement all aspects of the Et-;’ 
zioni recommendations and will not - 
agree to' separate the educational 
recommendations ‘from the finan- 
cial ones. 

Today, Shmueli will hold a similar 
meeting with Binyamin Veller, head 
of the Secondary School Teachers 
Association. 

Meanwhile, the teachers are still 
waiting for a statement from the*.- 
Histadrut accepting the teachers';- 
contention that any raises the-' 
teachers get as a result of the Ei- 
zioni report are not a reason for’’ 
other groups of workers to make 
parallel demands. One Histadrut of- . 
ficial said he did not know if the : 
teachers' interpretation is correct, 
but that the Histadrut is looking 
into it.

Holocaust survivors 
to gather in «Flem

NEW YORK. - The World 
Gathering of Holocaust Survivors 
will hold its first international con- 
vocation in Jerusalem this June, 
Ernest Michel, chairman of the 
gathering, said here yesterday. 

Michel said that 20,000 
Holocaust survivors from around 
the world and their families are ex- 
pected to attend the event. 

He said the idea for the convoca- 
tion had originated in the con- 
centration camps during the war. 
“We promised each other that if 
we would slay alive after all these 
horrors we w’ould have to meet 
again with our children to pass to 
them and to the Jewish and non- 
Jewish world the legacy of what 
happened in the past?' he said. 


Group to aid 
asthmatics in North

HAIFA. — Some 500*people met 
yesterday at the Kupat Holim sick 
fund Linn clinic here to discuss the 
formation of a northern association 
of parents of asthmatic children. 

The organization, to be based 
temporarily at the Linn's allergy 
department, will be run by 
volunteers and provide psy- 
chological, financial and medical 
help to families with asthmatic 
children. 

“At least 6 per cent of all children 
living in the North — that is, about 
12,000 — suffer from some kind of 
asthma," Dr. Reuven Bronstein of 
the Linn allergy department said. 
“Of those, less than 10 per cent 
receive proper care,” he added. 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
NEW YORK. — More than three 
limes as many Americans sym- 
pathize with Israel than with the 
Arab nations, according to a Gallup 
poll released on Tuesday. Only a 
small segment of the American 
public believes that Jews and 
Zionists have too much political in- 
fluence in the U.S., the poll found. 

The poll was commissioned in 
October by the American Jewish 
Committee. 

Only 8 per cent of Americans 
believe Jews have too much in- 
fluence. Jews were third from last in 
the list of groups named and 
Zionists, with 4 per cent, were last 
on the list. According to the poll the 
two groups seen as having too much 
political influence are labour unions 


(45 per cent) and business corpora- 1 
lions (42 per cent). Blacks and pro- 
and anti-abortion groups are- 
perceived by Americans as having, - . 
more influence than Jews, the Gal- 
lup pollsters found. 

The poll also indicates that only. • 
13 per cent of the American public 
sympathizes with the Arab states, 
contrasted to 45 per cent who said 
their sympathies lie with Israel. . 
Another 24 per cent said their sym- 
pathies were with neither and 16 per 
cent said they are not sure. 

The results are similar to those of 
a Harris poll that was conducted 
four months ago. However, the 
Harris poll also showed that most 
Americans are criticai of the Begin 
government and are hoping for a 
“just solution” to -the Palestinian 
problem.

Iraq claims victory 
in massive tank battle 


BAGHDAD (Reuter). — The UN 
begun u fresh attempt at mediation 
yesterday in the Irun-lruq conflict 
after the two sides fought the big- 
gest tank battle yet in the Gulf War. 

UN Special envoy Olof Palme, u 
former Swedish prime minister, 
started talks with a government 
delegation after flying in late Tues- 
day night. He is due to visit Teheran 
later this week. 

One of the main points he will dis- 
cuss is the safe passage of more than 
70 foreign ships trapped in the dis- 
puted Shatt al-Arab waterway at the 
head of the Gulf. 

The talks follow the heaviest 
fighting since the conflict began last 
September. Iran launched a major 
counter-offensive earlier this 
month. 

Iraq said it had repulsed Lhe main 
thrust of the attack last week near 
the southwest Iranian town of 
Susangerd. To back its claim it took 
foreign newsmen on Tuesday to the 
Susangerd battle front for the first 


lime. It was littered with dozens of 
wrecked tanks. 

Iraqi commanders at a desert 
base inside Iranian territory south 
of Susangerd told reporters that Iasi 

week's buttle hud involved 600 
tanks supported by artillery, planes 
and helicopters. 

They said the Iranians had at- 
tacked with an armoured division of 
J30 tanks and were defeated in a 
four-day battle. 

An Iraqi general admitted that 
the Iraqis had taken a heavy 


pounding early in the attack, es- 
pecially from the Iranian air force. 

But he said they beat back the at- 
tack, capturing more than 50 ser- 
viceable British-built Chieftains and 
U.S.-made M-60 tanks from the Ira- 
nians. Scores of other Iranian tanks 
were knocked out. 

Dozens of burned-out Soviet- 
made T-54 tanks of the Iraqi army, 
charred trucks and three wrecked 
helicopters were on the battle 
ground.

SAN SALVADOR (AP). — Heavy 
fighting continued in El Salvador 
despite President Jose Duarte's 
claim that the leftists' “final offen- 
sive" has failed. 

As the death toll topped 500 in 
three days, the U.S. government 
was reported planning to resume 
military aid to the junta yesterday, 
informed sources in Washington 
said six helicopters, several million 
dollars worth of other equipment 
and six U.S. military advisers would 
be rushed to El Salvador. 

The junta on Tuesday 
acknowledged the leftists had taken 
over San Francisco Gotera, the 
capital of Morazan province 100 
kilometres east of San Salvador. But 
it said the National Guard advanced 


into the city in the afternoon and 
was engaged in stiff battles. 

THe left said its guerrillas still 
controlled the city after 36 hours of 
fighting. Residents there reported 
by telephone that they had seen 
“many" bodies. 

The Democratic Revolutionary 
Front, a group of leftist organiza- 
tions, said it would announce a 
provisional government this week, 
and there was speculation it hoped 
to make San Francisco Gotera its 
capital. 

The National Guard also 
reported fierce fighting for the se- 
cond day in Zacaiecolucas, 50 km 
southeast of San Salvador, but said 
it controlled the town. The leftists 
disputed this. 


Spanish tycoon abducted, 
Basque ETA suspected 


ALC1RA. Spain (.UPI). — Police 
have launched a nationwide hunt 
for the kidnappers of a 70-year-old 
multi-millionaire who was snatched 
from his offices in Valencia 


province late Tuesday night by five 
nooded men and a woman armed 
with pistols and Sten sub- 
machineguns. 

Police at first indicated the kid- 
nappers of Luis Sunyer Sanchis, one 
of the richest men in Spain, might 
be Basque separatists.

Carter’s farewell address to nation

Robert Kogod, a local developer

THE NEW CHANCERY is the 
third to be occupied by Israel since 
1948. As U.S.-Israeli relations ex- 
panded, the two older buildings 
became too small. Cramped for 
space, Israel was forced in recent 
years to tease additional rooms from 
the - Congressional Quarterly 
building, two blocks from the old 
chancery just off of fashionable 
Massachusetts Avenue. 

The new chancery can accom- 
modate all of the nearly 100 “of- 
ficial” embassy personnel in 
Washington, including diplomatic, 
consular, economic and military of- 
ficials. 

Unlike the old structure, located 
at the corners of 22nd and R 
Streets, Northwest, the new 
building and the adjacent streets ap- 

AT A TIME when most projects in 
Israel are either abridged or 
suspended for budgetary reasons, at 
least one educational-cultural 
framework continuously expands its 
activities. The three-year-old Music 
Foundation, based in Chicago, 111. 
and run in Israel through the Music 
Foundation, Israel, reports only 
positive developments of all its pro- 
jects and programmes. 

Special courses were started this 
•year at the two academies of 
music. A three-year course was es- 
tablished at Tel Aviv University to 
train students as instructors and 
conductors for the development 
areas. There they will found youth 
bands, teach instruments, 
orchestrate music for the available 
combinations. 

Professor Jimmy Reynolds, of 
Iowa State University, is here for at

help develop the In-Scnodl- 
Programmes. He directs also the 
National Youth Band, which grew 
out of the band assembled for the 
seminars held over the last three 
years for conductors and instructors 
of existing bands. 

This Hanukka, over 80 young 
musicians, representing 15 bands 
from Dimona to Acre, rehearsed for 
three days on the Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity Campus, and then gave a most 
impressive concert. 

. . They convinced their audience of 
the musical and social value of such 
an undertaking. Up to now the 
National Youth Band has met once 
a year. There will be three periods 
this year. 

The second will be at the 
Jerusalem Music Centre during the 
Passover school holidays; and the 
NYB will be pan of the Summer 
! Camp at Kfar Galim (of this later). 
Prof. Reynolds thinks highly of 
the qualifications of these young 
people. “Many of them could be in 
the best bands in America,”' he says 
proudly. 

This is high praise of the level of 
instruction in our local youth bands. 
It has been very much improved, in 
large part through the regular 
seminars held by the Israel -Band 
Federation, which closely 
cooperates with the Foundation. 
Instrument workshops, in the north, 
the centre and the south of the 
country, are devoted to individual 
instruments (horns, clarinet, 
trumpet, percassio'n, etc), and are 
attended by many band members as 
well as teachers. The instructors are 
outstanding musicians.

Music foundation 
hits right note 


The band movement in Israel had 
to fight hard to achieve recognition 
as a serious force in musical educa- 
tion. a socially integrative force, 
and the entrance to music for many 
thousands of young people who 
otherwise would scarcely have the 
chance or the means to involve 
themselves in music-making. 

The popular notion of wind 
.bands, on the whole, is quite dismis- 
sive; for some people the associa- 
tion is with the Salvation Army. Yet 
there are quite a number of band 
organizations in the country. 

For the most part they exist 
because the mayor or the local 
council think them a kind of 
‘acoustic symbol- of their own- -civic 
efficiency. They fall,' because of ig- 
norance or prejudice, to recognize 
the huge value of the bands for the 
integration of the various com- 
munities. They don’t realize the in- 
fluence a band can have on a region 
beset with economic or political 
problems. 

THE MUSIC Foundation will 
award a special scholarship this year 
for the best musician of the 
National Youth Band. It entitles the 
winner to participate in the Summer 
Camp at Interiochen. Michigan. 

The story behind this scholarship 
began five years ago. when Dr. 
Marvin Klein of Detroit sent his son 
to the Interiochen camp. One out- 
standing aim of this camp is the for- 
mation of a World Youth Symphony 
Orchestra. The best of the thou- 
sands of young students taking part 
in the various activities and ensem- 
bles are selected for the final perfor- 
mance. The national flags are ex- 
hibited of the students performing 
in this WYSO. There wasn't an 
Israeli flag the year of Dr. Klein’s 
visit, and he vowed this would 
change. 

He got together some of his 
friends in Detroit, and an endow- 
ment fund was set up enabling an 
Israeli to participate in this camp. 

The Detroit group asked the 
Music Foundation to choose the 
young Israeli, and it has been 
decided that he should be a member 
of the National Youth Band. 

Conditions: faithful service in the 
NYO; a working knowledge of 
English; ability to gel on with 
others; no previous attendance at 
the camp; and, of course, excel-

lence on his/her instrument. 

The student chosen this year is 
Moshe Leibovich, a trombone 
player of the Lod Municipal Youth 
Band. He will spend eight weeks in 
Interiochen, and the flag of Israel 
will be shown among the many na- 
tions playing in harmony in the 
World Youth Symphony Orchestra. 
A PA RT FROM replacing local in- 
struments for bands, or augmenting 
them, with instruments imported 
from the United States, the most 
successful project of the Founda- 
tion is the so-called In-School- 
Project. Following the’ visit of 
several Israeli band conductors in 
the U.S. with the assistance of the 
American Foundation, this project 
was launched three years ago in 
Acre. The notion is that every fifth- 
grade pupil at elementary school 
should either sing in a choir, learn 
an instrument that he can play in 
the band, or listen to music with ex- 
planations. This new departure in 
school music education succeeded. 
Today it involves two schools in 
Acre. There are three bands, and 
more choirs and music appreciation 
all contribute to a changed climate 
in the schools. More directors ask 
to be included in this scheme. 

The project is in its second year in 
Lod. it has expanded to include two 
schools, several bands and other ac- 
tivities. This year, a similar project 
was begun in Ashdod, after a year of 
preparatory classes and exercises 
prepared the ground. And with the 
help of a group of London donors, 
another project was started this 
month in Kiriat Menahem, and with 
its active participation. This sub- 
urb of Jerusalem was singled out by 
'Project Renewal. 

The best thing about all these 
programmes is that it involves the 
cooperation of municipalities and 
local councils, community centres, 
local band organizations, the Israel 
Band Federation, the Ministry of 

THE FOUNDATION passed on 
thousands of scores and parts, gifts 
from publishers and conductors in 
the U.S.. into the Central Band 
Library, housed in Acre. They are 
available for visiting professors, and 
band conductors of outstanding 


reputation, who are conducting 
seminars and workshops in Israel. 

Successful programmes have a 
way of expanding. The Foundation 
is deluged with requests for more in- 
struments and in-school program- 
mes. It had a very modest four- 
figure budget in 1977. Two figures 
have been added, mainly because of 
the launching of its most ambitious 
project; the Summer Camp for the 
Arts, to be held for the First time this 
summer at Kfar Galim. An all-year- 
round programme — to prepare 
groups for the summer camp, and to 
ensure a follow-up during the rest of 
the year — will comprise not only 


Agency offices at a handsome 
Rowhouse on Massachusetts 
Avenue, just around the corner 
from what later became the second 
chancery. 

The second chancery, while con- 
siderably more spacious than the 
first, eventual ly came to be too 
limited as Israel’s economic, 
military and diplomatic interests in 
Washington expanded and 
developed. Indeed, the cubbyhole 
offices of several senior officials, in- 
cluding political and press counsel- 
lors, were so small that it was very 
difficult to accept visitors. 

All that has changed in the new- 
building. which has plenty of room 
for growth. Given past experience, 
that probably won’t be the case for 
long. 

The architects of the new 
building decided that the design 
should not duplicate the 
■‘monumental" style characteristic 
of many other Washington edifices. 
They believe it should reflect a 
straight-forward, functional tone. In 
that, they seem to have succeeded. 

Embassy sections are clearly 
defined throughout the building. - 
There is even a separate room in the ' 
lower level for elaborate and 
impressive photocopying machines, 
capable of priming and then sorting 
and mailing thousands of informa- 
tion sheets on any particular subject 
within a matter of hours. 

The architects said they had 
sought to achieve simplicity of 
design, and they noLed that the in- 
terior colours had been purposely 
monochromatic — “the better to 
display the bright contemporary 
Israeli art inside.”

Egged tests 184-passenger 
bus that bends round comers

Tfc'L AVIV. — If you see u long bus 
thal seems to bend .in the middle 
while turning a corner, you don’t 
have to rub your eyes or rush to an 
optometrist. What you are seeing is 
one of the new “articulated" buses 
Egged is trying out on urban and in- 
lerurban lines. 

This bus is a hit in many Euro- 
pean cities. It is 1 8 metres long, 
compared to 11 meLres for, a stan- 
dard bus. It is made by West Ger- 
many’s Mercedes and has three ax- 
les. 

According to experts the bus is 
very safe. It has an anti-jack-knifing 
device, which prevents the rear end 
from swinging from one side to the 
other under certain conditions. The 
device locks the joint between the 
two parts of the bus and ensures 
that in extreme cases the front and 
rear sections form a rigid unit. The 
device operates automatically. 

The main advantage of the bus 
for the cooperative is that one 
driver does the work of two and that 
it uses less fuel than two buses. For 
the passengers there is more space 




version there is room for 167 pas- 
sengers, of which 66 are seated. The 
larger version holds 184 passengers 
of whom only 49 are seated. 

Egged officials refused to say how 
the study of the new bus is going 
along. "It’s too early, we are still 
studying it." one said. 

The bus was brought into the 
country without the usual fanfare of 
press tours or a ride with the Tran- 
sport Minister. The main reason for 


this seems to be the interna! elec- 
tions Egged held last month, which 
resulted in u completely changed 
management. 

Since it was the decision of the 
outgoing administration to bring in 
the bus. the new administration 
doesn’t feel it should play up the 
development. 

Raphael Melzer, head of the traf- 
fic planning division of the Dan bus 
cooperative was wiiling to comment 
on the bus. He said that Dan had 
tried out an "articulated" bus mde 
by Volvo in 1973, before the Yom 
Kippur War. and was quite pleased 
with it. Since then its technologies 
hud been improved further, making 
it even more attractive. 

He described as an old wive's tale 
the story that Israel's roads are loo 
narrow for this type of bus. 
"Wherever a regular bus can go, an 
’articulated’ bus can go too.” He 
believes that the bus is "the bus of 
the future" and that eventually 
Israel will buy it. 

Melzer thinks that for ihe public 
to really enjoy these buses, 
automatic ticket cancellers must be 
installed. "To try to take aboard 1 20 
to 170 passengers through one door 
bv the old method will simnlv be 


torture, both for the ticket vendor- 
driver and for the passengers." he 
said. 

The authorities must help the 
cooperatives by building more 
special bus lanes, Melzer said. 

Asked why Dan isn’t trying out 
the new bus, he said that it was 
awaiting Egged’s decision, especial- 
ly since there is again talk of a 
merger between the two 
cooperatives.

Chrysler’s fate hangs on 
key loan board meeting 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The fate 
of Chrysler Corp. was hanging in 
the balance last night as the U.S. 
automaker's loan guarantee board 
prepared for a meeting that could 
spell the end for the financially 
troubled company. The meeting 
was set to begin here at 4 p.m. (i 
a.m. this morning in Israel), with 
Chrysler hoping for approval of an 
additional S400 million in loans. 

Chrysler officials had bargained 
with United Auto Workers union 
leaders into the pre-dawn hours 
yesterday attempting to narrow the 
gap between labour and manage- 
ment enough to satisfy government 
officials who feel the firm should 
squeeze even more wage conces- 
sions from the union. The Chrysler 
proposal includes a wage freeze and 
other concessions between now and 
September 1982. 

Nobody in authority was saying 
yesterday whether they thought 
Chrysler had won enough from the 
workers to get the additional loans, 


which should be added to the 
SSOOm. it received last year. But yester- 
day government officials warned 
both labour and management that 
unless an agreement is reached 
“time is going to run out” for the 
giant auto manufacturer. 

Meanwhile, American Motors 
Corp. said yesterday it is cutting 
prices oh its passenger cars by 10 
per cent* in the auto industry's most 
dramatic attempt to date to 
stimulate sales. 

AMC president Paul Tippett said 
the action responds to pleas from 
dealers that prices are too high for 
the current recessionary climate. 

The price reduction will be in ef- 
fect until February 20. It does not 
apply to Jeep vehicles and the 
Renault cars sold through AMC 
dealers. 

The company said prices for its 
three domestic car lines will be 
reduced SSI 9 to S879 while the 
average across-the-board cost will 
be down 5644.

Post Finance Reporter 
IN A MAJOR real estate transac- 
tion the T.M.B. Building and 
Contracting Company, controlled 
by the investment corporation of 
the United Mizrahi Bank, 
purchased 5G per cent of a plot in 
Givatayim on which 6,606 square 
metres of buildings will be erected. 
The consideration for the transac- 
tion was IS3.3m. 

FRlfTAROM reacted sharply to 
newspaper reports that it has en- 
countered liquidity problems. The 
company points out that its fixedas- 
sets are SI 00m. to S120m. f against 
which the company has long-term 
loans of some $28m. Most of the 
loans come from the Industrial 
Development Bank and are backed 
by a guarantee from the govern- 
ment. The property is used as col- 
lateral. 

The company can only raise ad- 
ditional capital with the approval of 
the Finance Minister. Frutarom 
consequently has turned to the 
minister tor permission to arrange a 
loan of SFr 10m. The company con- 
firms that prices of its products are 
currently extremely low and that it 
is using this opportunity to 
strengthen its capital base. 

THE COUNTRY’S mutual funds 
had an outstanding year in terms of 
yields and overall growth. The net 
asset value of all of the mutual funds 
rose by no less than IS9.4 billion, 
which represents a rise of 217.5 per 
cent. In 1 979 the funds showed a net 
real decline and this situation was 
reversed last year. The three leading 
mutual funds were Margalit 
(Leumi), with a gain of 562 per cent. 
Bedolach (Leumi), with a gain o£ 
480 per cent, and Erez. 

The performance of shares was. 
primarily responsible for the excel- 
lent yields. Overall the percentage 
of shares in the portfolios of all the 
mutual funds rose from 13 to 21.6 
per cent, investment in foreign cur- 
rency fell from 19 to 12 per cent. 
There are 72 mutual funds in the 
market. Of these Bank Leumi has 


17, which represent more than half 
of all the mutual funds issued by the 
large banks. 

CONTINUOUS trading on the 
stock exchange may not be far off. 
Earlier this week the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange carried out an initial trial 
to determine the feasibility of an ( 
early switchover from the current 1 
system of trading, which is 
equivalent to the auction system. 

FOR INVESTORS interested in 
foreign currency International 
Repons Inc. . suggests that the 
American dollar will be strong early 
this year and that later it will 
weaken against European curren- 
cies. The weakness will be con- 
nected with a fail in interest rates. 
The German mark is pegged as con- 
linuing weak in terms of the 
American dollar, unless German in- 
terest rates are adjusted upwards. A 
much rosier picture is seen for the 
Swiss franc, which is expected to 
strengthen to the SFR 1.50-1.60 
level. 

REPORTS from the U.S. indicate 
that the new issue by Laser In- 
dustries may be postponed to a date 
sometime in February.

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Dragging it on 

FOR WHOM the bell tolls? It tolls For the government. Even 
Premier Begin knows it by now, as do most of the Likud leaders, as 
well as their regular coalition allies. They have all known it at least 
since Sunday, when Yigael Hurvitz threw in the towel over the Et- 
zioni report, and bolted with his small Rafi faction. 

Yet to this dav the ruling party has been unable to face reality 
squarely, and decide to call it quits. All that is needed would be to 
join the’ opposition in agreeing on a mutually acceptable spring date 
for the new election. 

Instead, the Likud chiefs keep putting off the inevitable end. as 
. they cast about for support in the flotsam and jetsam of parliament — 
in the hope of keeping their administration alive for a few more 
months. They may think they are tugging at fortune’s sleeve, when in 
fact they are* merely clutching at a straw. 

The plan of cabinet '‘reshuffle” proposed by David Levy, the 
housing and construction minister, is not worth serious reflection. It 
seems only to mirror the melancholy awareness of many Herat 
leaders that this may be their last chance for a long while to enjoy a 
seal of government power. 

Among the 63 MKs counted upon by Mr. Levy are creatures of his 
own fantasy. They include the Democrats, who have now let it be 
known, through a private member’s bill offered by Binyumin Halevy, 
that they want a June date for the election; and the Aguda. who have 
' indicated their support for the idea. They also include a number of 
Liberal and NRP deputies who are repelled by their colleagues' 
tergiversations. 

The latest official word is that a decision on an early election will in 
fact be taken at a meeting of the Likud faction on Friday, in the ex- 
pectation that it will be ratified by the cabinet the following Sunday. 

It is still not too late to salvage the government’s honour but if 
there is much more procrastination it will be the nation’s dignity not 
simply the government's that will be at slake. 

Libya’s threat to Africa 

DESPITE the official announcement last week of the “merger” bet- 
ween Libya and Chad, following the successful Libyan military incur- 
sion. it is fairly safe to predict that the decade-long fighting and tur- • 
bulence in uranium-rich Chad are not over yet. 

Libyan troops, on Soviet-made tanks, might be strutting around 
the capital, N'Djamena, but there are whole tribes and whole areas of 
this vast country that have probably, not yet heard of the- “complete 
. unity" under Muammar Gaddafi — and will not be pleased when 
, they do hear of.it. 

As many as eleven separate armed factions have been counted in 
the Moslem north of the country; not all of them will welcome the Li- 
byan takeover. Nor are the Christian armed elements in the south 
’ done Tor yet. The sporadic guerrilla warfare may be expected to con- 
tinue, with the anti-government — now anti-Libyan — forces 
receiving aid and support from the French. 

The key question is. how much support? Notwithstanding its self- 
inflicted dependence on Libyan oil, France may yet regret ac- 
quiescing in the Libyan invasion — if not actually conniving in it. 
foris might still follow up its belated bellicose indignation with guns 
and even men, and seek to undo the damage that ithas allowed to be 
done to one of its ostensible protectorate-states — and to its own 
credibility. 

At the very least. France could help make the Libyan occupation 
uncomfortable for the occupiers — unless, that is. Col. Gaddafi and 
President Giscard have been in cahoots all along, and there is no sin- 
cerity at all in the current French protests and angry warnings. 
France, moreover, could add meaning and muscle to its defence 
commitments towards neighbouring francophone stales in the 
region, the next likely targets of the “anti-imperialist" Libyan dic- 
tator’s own Soviet-backed imperialist designs. 

If, on the other hand, Chad's fall to Libya is seen to mean that 
France’s commitments are entirely hollow, that its responsibility to 
these states' integrity and independence stops short of offending 
Libya, then the new administration in Washington will have to ad- 
dress itself to filling the power-vacuum in other ways. Dr. Kissinger, 
recently in the area, spoke bravely of the need to stem Soviet- 
supported imperialism from spreading through Africa. 

The Republican administration will have to think about how to 
translate those sentiments into political and strategic reality. 

Which brings us to the role of Egypt. President Sadat has often 
held up his country as a potential pro-western bulwark in north and 
central Africa. On paper, no doubt, Egypt is indeed the strongest 
force in the area. But in practice. Col. Gaddafi's methods of subver- 
sion from within are proving dangerously successful, while Egypt's 
divisions and fire-power are not being engaged in the struggle. 

The takeover of Chad poses an immediate threat to Sudan, in the 
past, Chad served as a springboard arid staging-post for insurgent ele- 
ments inside Sudan. Now, as a Libyan satrapy, this role will doubtless 
be renewed with relish, especially as Sudan’s Jaafar Numeiry is guilty 
of maintaining friendly relations with Anwar Sadat’s regime, despite 
Camp David. 

A Libyan presence, or proxy-presence, linking up with communist 
Ethiopia in the east, would be nothing short of disastrous for Egypt, 
just as continued Libyan subversion in the west poses a mortal threat 
to the weak francophone countries and even, eventually, to Nigeria. 

There is a real need for President Sadat to assert himself as a 
soldier-statesman on the African front. In the months after Camp 
David, when Egypt was under attack at the OAU, it was the fran- 
cophones who in die main stood by Cairo. Now, they themselves need 
supporting.' If the western powers play their proper role. President 
Sadat can play his — as a catalyst and leader galvanizing African 
resistance to the Libyan madman.

Post Political Correspondent MARK SEGAL observes the death 
throes of the Likud government. 
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AS THE Begin government twists 
and turns at the end of its tether, the 
coalition of factions making up the 
Likud appeals to be falling apart. 
The hint of impending defeat at the 
polls seems to have unstuck the glue 
holding them together. The sinking 
ship rush for the exit is becoming 
pronounced. 

Rail’s departure has made the 
biggest crack in the Likud founda- 
tion. though others left before 
Yigael Hurvitz, Zalman Shoval and 
Yitzhak Pereiz. The most 
noticeable earlier desertions 
created Tehiya — Geula Cohen 
from Herat plus Moshe Shamir and 
his Greater Israel zealots from the 
dismantled La'am faction. La’am, 
Herat and the Liberal Party formed 
the Likud list in the 1977 elections. 
Not to be forgotten is Yitzhak 
Yilzhaki. who now sits in solitary 
splendour, after emerging from 
obscurity into the Ninth Knesset on 
Ariel Sharon's Shiomzion list, now 
part of Herat. 

The existence of a viable opposi- 
tion to an incumbent government is 
the cornerstone of parliamentary 
democracy, which is why the future- 
of (he Likud is of such tremendous 
concern. If one goes by the polls, 
the Labour- Map am Alignment is 
sure to form the next government 
after the 10th Knesset elections. 

One doubts, however, that the 
Alignment will win as many votes as 
the pollsters now promise, or that 
the Likud will shrink as drastically 
as they predict. 

Much depends on imponderables 
such as how many of the once 
faithful the Likud can keep in the 
fold and how many undecided 
voters can be persuaded by Labour 
that their anger at Likud malad- 
ministration is stronger than their 
suspicion that little has changed in 
Labour. Another imponderable 
may be Rafi’s emergence as a kind 
of right-wing DMC. and whether 
Moshe Dayan's record as the 
Likud's foreign minister has made 
people forget his role in the Yom 
Kippur War mahdal (failure) as 
Labour's defence minister. 

ONE MIGHT advise the Likud 
campaign managers to think again 
before they unleash 'Ariel Sharon oh 
the electorate, waving' the personal 
dossiers on Labour leaders that are 
supposedly being compiled right 
now in party HQ at Beit Jabotinsky. 
Such a lactic could well 
boomerang; the slogan of "Labour's 
sell-out to Arafat” may sound too 
much for comfort’s sake like the 
siab-in-the-back accusation of the 
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German ultra-right that caused the 
downfall of the Weimar Republic. 

The Likud will have to live with 
its own four-year record in power. 
The tremendous achievement of 
peace cannot, for most citizens, 
o(Tset being world champions in in- 
nation. Likud election campaign 
chier Yoram Aridor has shown how 
politically astute he is by making 
one of his orders us communica- 
tions minister that TV House permit 
ail colour broadcasts. However, it is 
doubtful that even a total diet of 
colour TV can offset the negative 
impact of ministerial squabbling. 

To the outsider, it seems nigh in- 
credible that Herut and the Liberals 
should not appreciate the effect 
they are having on the public by 
fighting over the disposal of the 
finance portfolio. Or that Sharon 
should be so immune to external 
factors in his single-minded pursuit 
of the-defence portfolio as to raise 
again, question marks over the 
qualifications of the party's leader. 

Reliable sources in the Likud tell 
me that one election slogan gaining 
favour there is "Give Begin a Stable 
Government." The premise behind 
it is that most Israelis want stability 
above all and a vision of a better 
future, in reaction to spiralling infla- 
tion and a deteriorating state of law 
and order. Some of Labour's elec- 
tion tacticians, it is said, are 
working on the same theme. 

The Likud image-makers may try 
to put all of the blame for the 
economy on Yigael Hurvitz, just as 
they used his predecessor, Simha 
Ehrlich, as a scapegoat for collec- 
tive mismanagement. They can har- 
dly ignore the widespread convic- 
tion that the cause tof their govern- 
ment's flawed performance lies in 
the kind of leadership offered by 
their prime minister. 

HISTORIANS looking back at this 
period will have a broader perspec- 
tive from which to evaluate the per- 
sonal tragedy of Menahem Begin. 
To his credit, it must be said that he 
helped buttress our fledgling 
parliamentary democracy by ser- 
ving as opposition leader, excluding 
his** wild march on the Knesset 
during the German reparations 
debate. 

Begin waited for three decades to 
lead the nation, only to find that the 
opportunity came ten years too late, 
when he was in a lamentable state of 
health and at times immobilized. 

There can be no greater contrast 
between the spectre of 
authoritarianism that the Alignment 
conjured up at the prospect of a Begin

June 3, 
1974 and Yediot Aharonot, July 23, 
1974). 

So many Israeli statesmen have at 
one time or another suggested the 
need for Arab emigration that it is 
unrealistic to label such proposals 
“seditious."

CULTURAL INSULARITY

Sir, — On December 31, 1 had the 
pleasure of attending a concert of 
liturgical music featuring choirs 
from several Eastern Churches in 
Jerusalem. Concert organizer Uri 
Epstein offered a special word of 
thanks to the church leaders who 
gave their blessing to this cultural 
event, thereby enabling their priests 
and nuns to show how their spiritual 
devotion is expressed through 
music. 

The next day, I read The 
Jerusalem Post’s account of the 
cancellation of a cantorial concert 
in the same "Lituigica 1980” series. 
According to "reliable sources," 
the concert was called off following 
a chain reaction of Orthodox Jewish 
pressure, which forced the par- 
ticipating cantors from Israel and 
abroad to back out. Besides causing 
economic loss to the sponsors, these 
cultural arbiters denied the Israeli 
public — both Jewish and non- 
Jewish, at the concert and via Israel 
radio — a chance to appreciate 
Judaism's rich musical heritage. 
And why all the fuss? Because the 


ha zanut was incl uded in a festival , J erusalem. 
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devoted mostly to Christian 
liturgical music. 

One wonders what the ratio of 
Jewish to non-Jewish culture would 
have to be before the Orthodox es- 
tablishment gave its hekhsher to 
such a concert. One might suppose 
we were still in the galut. afraid to 
publicly display our cultural 
singularity- alongside the majority 
culture for fear of being attacked by 
anti-Semites or sraorhered by as- 
similationist forces. Here in Israel, 
we Jews ought to feel, sufficiently 
self-confident to share our spiritual 
treasures, as part of our prophetic 
role as a ‘'light unto the nations." 
Instead, we find our rabbinic es- 
tablishment succumbing to in- 
sularity and intolerance. And the 
saddest consequences are the 
forfeited opportunities to introduce 
Jewish Israelis to the beauty and 
richness of their own tradition. If 
the Jewish heritage is hauled off the 
cultural stage because of 
"competition” from other quarters, 
then those other traditions will fill 
the vacuum in Jews’ hungry souls.

premiership and the actual reality. 
Instead of a lough master, we got a 
rather kindly schoolmaster to chair 
the cabinet. He allowed his 
ministers, principally Ariel Sharon, 
to establish new norms of brutish 
public conduct. Begin’s fluctuating 
moods brought him to withdraw 
into himself at crucial times and 
projected a sense of drift in national 
affairs. On a number of key issues 
he allowed his ministers to behave 
like warlords. 

In gratitude, the Herat leader 
may have paid too heavy a price to 
the Liberals for having granted him 
respectability back in 1965, when 
they signed the Gahal agreement. 
He gave away influence over 
economic affairs to Likud’s junior 
partners, first the Liberals and then 
Rafi. 

Thereby he broke the political 
rule that the finance minister must 
be the strong man of the most 
powerful government party,, and. 
thus invited the deleterious conse- 
quences of a finance minister 
lacking any real clout. Begin also 
sorely disappointed his mass con- 
stituency. those in the Kalamonim 
and the Hatikva Quarter, who feel 
they were abandoned in the pro- 
business policies of Begin’s 
partners. 

. Part of the prime minister’s 
problem is that he has no 
independent-minded confidants 
with whom he can consult on equal 
terms, as Levi Eshkol and Golda 
Meir had. He has sorely missed the 
counsel of the late Arye Ben- 
Eliezer, who died In 1968. and 
whose place has never been filled. 
Begin has always run Herat as a 
one-man show; the party’s annals 
are replete with the rained careers 
of dissenters. 

WHAT HAD been the Likud's 
most sterling asset — Begin’s 
presence at the helm — -may prove 

«to be a source of weakness in the 
1981 election campaign. This is cer- 
tainly a prime calculation in the 
decision of Yigael Hurvitz and Co. 
to try to tie themselves to Moshe 
Dayan's coat-tails, after detaching 
themselves from those of Begin. 
-To judge by talk circulating in 
HehiL tltd Liberals are also contem- 
plating how best to abandon the 
Likud ship, but after the elections. 
Inside Herut there are strong suspi- 
cions that, should the Likud emerge 
from elections on the * opposition 
bench, the Liberals will flee with the 
booty they gained at Herat's ex-, 
pense into (they hope) Labour’s 
welcome embrace. My inquiries 
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among the Liberals certainly con- 
firm such suspicions. The junior 
Likud partner was talking of giving 
Begin a last chance back in 1977. 
thus the mounting pressure inside 
Herut to force a merger of the fac- 
tions into a single Likud party, with 
Knesset candidates chosen by a 
single forum. 

The Liberals realize that this 
would mean their demise as an in- 
dependent force. Their Herut 
critics, who call the Liberals ” trem - 
pistim" (hitch-hikers)/ will shortly 
try to force the issue in the Herat 
Central Committee. They will urge 
that an ultimatum be adopted, set- 
. ting a time limit for uniting Likud 
factions into a single party. 
Otherwise each party runs in the 
elections on its own. • 

The Herut argument is that. even ' 
should the Likud, in a highly op- 
timistic estimate, win 30 seats, many 
MKs would not return to pariia- 
ment, not to mention new forces 
seeking admittance, and Herat 
which brings in the vote would be 
the main loser to a party lacking any 
real constituency. At the least, 
Herat demands that the 15-year-old 
Gahal agreement be revised in its 
favour. 

It is unlikely that Begin would 
agree to any m'ove that would upset 
his Liberal partners. Indeej,.one 
veteran Herat politician remarked 
to me that * their beloved leader 
always seems to make far-reaching 
allowances for the Liberals and 
other Likud partners, though his 
forbearance vanished when dealing 
with his own Herut faithful 

A FORTNIGHT ago. Prof. Ben- 
jamin Akzin. one of the most dis- 


tinguished thinkers on the right of 
our political spectrum, appealed to 
Herat to become a modern political 
party. His article in a Hebrew daily 
caused quite a stir. He argued that 
even if Labour returns to office, the 
country needs a political alternative 
to turn to in four years’ time. Herat 
could be this alternative, he 
believed, only if it rid itself of the 
Liberals and other Likud factions _____ 
and dropped Menahem Begin as its 
leader. Begin has outlived his • 
usefulness, the professor held, and \\ * 
was only a millstone around Herat's * ■ 
neck. That such a sober scholar on , 

the right as Akzin should put into * • , 4 I 
print such sentiments indicates the. 1 ; \ V t 
spread of what might have been" 1 * 
considered lese-majeste not so long 
ago. 

There is one imaginary scenario 
that could prove to be the Likud's 
salvation. Menahem Begin goes on 
the air to announce that he is step- 
ping down and nominating Yitzhak 
Shamir to head the united Likud list 
for the lOth Knesset elections. In 
the. meantime he is handing over his 
duties as premier to Shamir, who in 
the next six- months is built up as 
prime minister. Begin also invites 
Ezer Weizman back into the fold,. It 
would be too much to expect that 
Begin call him back to the defence 
RpiystffXt but be might ask Weizman 
to stand among the first quartet hi 
the re-aligned Likud list. 1 am not a 
betting man usually, but i would pot ' 
ray money on Labour running 
scared in such an election. But then 
such happenings are too far- 
fetched, given the psychological 
make-up of most Herat politicians, 
not to mention that of the party’s 
founder. 


THE PROBLEM OF ANTI-SEMITISM IN ARGENTINA 


To the Editor qf The Jerusalem- Post- 

Sir, — Mr. Rosenthal’s article 
of January 2 deals once again with 
"Argentine anti-Semitism." Perhaps 
the author should start by trying to 
formulate correctly the problem: 
“Argentine anti-Semitism?” “Anti- 
Semitic policy of the government?" 
or “Anti-Semitic individuals?" 

' To prove its point, the article ac- 
cumulates red. but distant and 
vague accusations. Moreover, it 
tries to include the theme of anti- 
Semitism in the context of our war 
against terrorism. By doing so, it 
doesn’t contribute to a better un- 
derstanding of the situation of the 
Jews, who suffered, as all Argen- 
tines did, during the tragic events of 
this crue|_war, and are also profit- 
■ uig from the way in which it ended, 
but it reveals the preoccupation of 
its author with problems which are 
serious indeed, but quite foreign to 
the real situation of the Jews as 
such. 

There are objective facts: An ac- 
tive community which always stands 
up firmly for its rights as it should, 
whenever such events really occur; 
limited emigration of Jews from- 


Argentina, anti, I feel forced to say 
it this time, a growing number of 
Argentinian and Israe li Jew s who, 
according to our records, decide to 
come back to Argentina. 

The feelings qf Argentinians on 
anti-Semitism axe expressed by 
leading articles of the most influen- 
tial newspapers, La Prensa, Chain 
and others mentioned by Rabbi 
Rosenthal, to which should be ad- 
ded a recent and very strong 
editorial in La Nactdn of Buenos 
Aires. They have more influence on 
the decisions of the Jews who live or 
go back to Argentina, than the mis- 
erable lampoons to which the arti- 
cle draws attention. 

Maybe, they also have more faith 
in the declarations of the Israeli 
Ambassador- to Argentina, Dov 
Shmorak, than in Mr. Rosenthal’s 
opinions.- With reference to an anti- 
Semitic episode, Mr. Shmorak said 
in a recent interv iew: "In no way is 
there official anti-Semitism., to say 
that the Government of Argentina 
has an anti-Semitic policy is a lie.” 

Argentina’s is a pluralistic society 
that has never tried to eradicate its 
various cultures through assimila- 
tion, but to add to them through in- 


tegration. For over a century, the 
Jews have contributed to its enrich- 
ment with their ethical and cultural 
values. For that reason, we Aigcn ti-- 
l niaJK feel it is our duty to figfiu 
against the obscurantism of a few 
' individuals. The article of Rabbi 
Rosenthal does not help us in out 
fight; it helps our enemies.
